There  are  no 
commercials  and  there  is  no  effort,  direct  or  indirect,  to  sell 
anything— product  or  ideology.

KPFK  and  these  two  other  listener-subscription  stations  form  Pacifica,  a 
non-profit  corporation  whose  directors  are  educators,  business  and  profes- 
sional men  and  women.  Pacifica  and  KPFK  programming  has  been  favor- 
ably reviewed  by  Time,  The  Saturday  Review,  The  Los  Angeles  Times, 
The  Nation,  The  New  Yorker  and  numerous  other  publications.  Pacifica 
has  received  a  PEABODY,  broadcasting's  highest  award,  for  "its  courage- 
ous venture  into  the  lightly  traificed  field  of  thoughtful  broadcasting,  and 
for  its  demonstration  that  mature  entertainment  plus  ideas  constitute  public 
service  at  its  best." 

KPFK  transmits  from  Mt.  Wilson  with  a  power  of  75,000  watts.  The  mailing 
address  is  KPFK,  Los  Angeles  38,  California.  Studios  and  offices  are  located 
at  3729  Cahuenga  Blvd.,  North  Hollywood.  Phone:  TR  7-5583,  ST  1-0150. 
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The  broadcast  of  SUMMERTIME  by  Ugo  Betti  (8:15  p.m.  April  19  and 
2:45  p.m.  April  24)  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  locally  produced 
drama  for  KPFK.  This  production  is  the  premiere  performance  of  the  play  on 
the  West  Coast  and  the  first  radio  or  television  production  in  the  United 
States.  Betti,  who  died  in  1953,  is  considered  to  be  "the  leading  dramatist 
in  Italy  in  the  generation  that  followed  Pirandello." 

What  reputation  he  has  in  this  country  rests  on  such  intense  dramas 
OS  ISLE  OF  GOATS  (presented  at  UCLA  last  year),  THE  BURNT  FLOWERBED, 
and  THE  QUEEN  AND  THE  REBELS. 

Of  this  play,  Director  John  Houlton  has  this  to  say:  "Betti's  SUMMER- 
TIME is  described  as  'an  idyll  in  three  acts,'  and  indeed  the  play  is  a  re- 
minder of  the  more  leisurely  school  or  comedy.  In  the  maelstrom  of  con- 
temporary  experimentalism   such   pieces   have   tended   to   disappear  from 
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sight,  which  seems  a  pity.  Betti  has  written  a  witty,  charming  bubble  which 
bounces  in  and  out  of  a  series  of  preposterous  comic  situations.  SUMMER- 
TIME represents  a  lighter  but  equally  interesting  side  of  Betti's  work." 

The  translation  used  is  by  Henry  Reed  and  was  originally  commis- 
sioned for  the  BBC  Third  Programme.  It  may  be  found  in  THREE  PLAYS 
BY  UGO  BEHI  (Grove  Press). 

The  excellent  cast  was  a  studio  group  assembled  especially  for  this 
production.  Pearl  Shear  appears  on  television  and  has  played  leading 
roles  in  innumerable  stage  productions  here,  including  the  Alley  Theater's 
DEATH  OF  A  SALESMAN  (broadcast  last  year  by  KPFK),  THE  HAPPY  TIME, 
ORPHEUS  DESCENDING  at  the  Players'  Ring,  ANOTHER  PART  OF  THE 
FOREST,  and  most  recently  WINTER  WINE  at  the  Hollywood  Center  Theater. 

Susan  Riskin  is  a  graduate  of  UCLA,  where  she  played  the  female 
lead  in  THE  CRUCIBLE,  and  has  acted  at  the  Shakespeare  Festival  in  Strat- 
ford, Connecticut. 

Paul  Roman  is  a  student  of  Agnes  Moorhead  and  was  previously  active 
in  theater  in  Boston.  Ruth  Grad  is  also  a  recent  arrival  in  Los  Angeles, 
having  had  experience  in  such  ofF-Broadway  productions  as  IPHIGENIA 
IN  TAURUS  and  Lorca's  BLOOD  WEDDING. 

Stephanie  Koppe  has  worked  with  The  Theater  Group  at  UCLA,  ap- 
pearing in  SIX  CHARACTERS  IN  SEARCH  OF  AN  AUTHOR,  THE  PRODIGAL, 
THREE  SISTERS,  and  others.  Chris  Taylor  has  acted  with  the  Stage  Society 
and  the  Horseshoe  Theater  and  recently  received  much  acclaim  for  his  part 
in  DEAR  DOROTHY  PARKER  at  Cabaret  Concert  Theater.  Barry  Cooper's 
experience  has  been  in  community  and  college  theater  groups.  Larry  Moss  is 
o  veteran  of  radio  who  lays  claim  to  twenty-five  dialects,  three  of  which  he 
uses  in  SUMMERTIME. 


A  new  policy  of  serialized  readings  of  novels  begins  with  this  Folio.  An 
early  short  novel  by  the  reactionary  individualist  Ayn  Rand,  ANTHEM, 
begins  Monday,  April  17,  at  9:30  a.m.

As  KPFK's  first  manager  and  now  as  the  individual 
in  charge  of  coordination  and  administration  of  the 
three  Pacifica  stations  this  is  a  particularly  ap- 
propriate time  for  me  to  emphasize  a  bleak  fact 
that  has  faced  KPFK  alone,  and  not  the  other 
two  listener-subscription  stations. 

KPFK  has  had  to  buy  and  to  build  its  facilities 
and  at  the  same  time  meet  its  operating  costs. 
WBAI,  our  New  York  station,  was  an  existing  facility 
given  outright  to  Pacifica.  KPFA,  our  13  year  old 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  station,  received  a  very 
sizeable  Foundation  to  meet  its  construction  costs. 

Now  KPFK's  facilities  are  complete  -  in  fact 
superior  to  KPFA's  and  WBAI's.  There  remains,  how- 
ever, a  final  construction  debt  of  $9,000  which  is 
part  of  the  $30,000  goal  that  must  be  met  in  KPFK's 
current  "Black  Ink"  fuhd  drive. 

KPFK  alone  of  the  three  Pacifica  stations  has  been 
built  by  the  community  which  it  serves.  The  job  is 
now  finished.  But  the  construction  debt  remains.
